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Won’t Move Cows Mrs. Marler Says 


The Elba City Council 
meeting of Tuesday night, Au- 
gust 2, 1977, was a relatively 
quite affair, much to the re- 
lief of the visitors present. 
The only thing that kept the 
meeting from being recorded as 
downright dull was Mrs, Char- 
lie Marler’s presentation to the 
council. 

Mr. and Mrs. Marler were 
present to ask the council for 
some paving on the streets in 
their neighborhood behind 
Free’s Store. However, after 
this had been presented and the 
council had completed all its 
other business, Mrs. Marler 
got the floor and told the coun- 
cil a few things concerning ani- 
mals in the city limits. Her 
action was prompted by a di- 
rective issued several weeks 
ago from the council directing 
the police chief and city at- 
torney to take whatever steps 
were necessary to have some 
cows owned by the Marlers 
moved due to complaints from 
neighbors. 

Mrs. Marler named a num- 
ber of cases where other peo- 
ple had farm animals within 
the city limits and said she 
would move hers when all these 
others moved theirs first. She 
said that once before they mo- 


ved some hogs and lost money. 


on them, and no one else mo- 
ved their animals. Now, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Marler, the 
others will move theirs first. 

The council had acted after 
Councilman Cleo Hawkins re- 
ported he had had a number of 
complaints from neighbors of 


_ the Marlers concerning the 
cows in a sifiall pen across the 


street from their house. City 
ordinances do not prevent ci- 
tizens from keeping animals 
within city limits, but requires 
that they be moved if they be- 
come a nuisance or health 
hazard. The neighbors were 
complaining about the smell, 
according to Hawkins. 

Mrs. Marler questioned 
Hawkins’ right to be involved 
with her area, saying he was 
not her councilman. She was 
told that councilmen serve all

the citizens and are elected 
at large. However, if Elba 
still had the ‘‘ward’’ system, 
Hawkins would be the person 
serving her area. 

Before the exchange ended, 
Mrs. Marler admitted she had 
moved the cows to a pea patch 
and was soon going to place 
them in a corn field. When 
she asked if the council was 
going to tell Garth Lindsey 
(city attorney) to leave her 
alone, the council declined to 
agree to do so, saying he was 
hired to enforce the law. 

In other action the council 
heard a complaint from Foy 
English about a house trailer 
parked in a R-1 zone, and he 
asked what the council was 
going to do about it. 

Councilman Dud English 
said, ‘Well ifyoulavea com- 
plaint, you have to do some- 
thing.’’ Mayor Folsom suggested 
that the matter be turned over 
to the city attorney. Council- 
man Jimmy Wise made a mo- 
tion that this be done, Cleo 
Hawkins seconded and the vote 
was unanimous. 

Mayor Folsom read a letter 
from Attorney Fleetwood Carn- 
ley stating that Eunora Farris 
had withdrawn her offer to give 
her home to the city for use 
as a public library. She had 
previously said she wanted a 
decision from the city by Au- 
gust 1. No decision had been 
made on it atthe time. - 

Police Chief M. W. John- 
ston reported that radio oper- 
ator Ricky Christian had re- 
signed to accept employment 
near Montgomery. Christian 
had been attending college 
during his off duty hours and 
now has a degree in account- 
ing. Johnston also reported 
he had received no bids on a 
police car, and all bidders had 
said they couldn’t supply a 1977 
police car, but would be glad 
to bid on a 1978. Councilman 
Jimmy Wise made a motion 
to wait and get a 1978 model 
with the police package. Coun- 
cilman Mike Russell seconded 


and all agreed.

The council discussed the 
resurfacing agreement offered 
by the state and decided to re- 
surface Clark subdivision (El- 
lenburg, Clark, Taylor, Gor- 
don Streets) Pine Cove Drive 
and a portion of South Elm. 
Mayor Folsom was planning a 
trip to Montgomery Thursday 
and was to ask for additional 
paving help and permission to 
use any left over funds to slag 
some dirt streets. 

The council was informed 
of the verbal resignation 
of Street Superintendent Ger- 
ald Wambles and agreed to ac- 
cept his resignation. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers 
asked for a pay raise for the 
members of the fire depart- 
ment, noting the rising cost 
of clothing. The council vo- 
ted to increase from $5.75 to 
$6.00--the amount paid a fire- 
man at each fire call. City 
Clerk Jack Prescott noted that 
would cost an average of $60 
to $70 a month. Councilman 
English expressed concern that 
the fire department was already 
$13,000 over the budget for 
the year, but at the close of 
the discussion, all councilmen 
voted for the motion to raise 
the pay.

The engine quit Tuesday

The big machine is operated 
by hydrolics, both in the trans- 
mission and-the steering and 
when the engine stops, there is 
no hydrolic pressure to operate 
the steering and the transmis- 
sion also shifts into neutral. 
The big log loader is atricula- 
ted (bends in the middle) and 
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this added to Bradshaw’s prop- 
lems and tothe problem of those 
trying to get the machine Ly, 
on the road. Peed, 

Attempts to get the machine 
out from the, hole were useless 
until Wednesday afternoon when 
a group of Army Engineers from 
Ft, Rucker arrived with a big 
D-8 Caterpillar and a heavy 


duty «winch. After a few min- 
utes of work with this machine, 
the loader was pulled out of the 
hole. 

Company Officials said that 
after minor repairs, the loader 
would be back in service.

An insurance agent asks: ‘‘I 
have read that there is a new 
test for prostate cancer. Is 
this true?’’ 

Answerline: Within the next 
6 months, 25 medical centers 
around the country will parti- 
cipate in a study of the use- 
fulness of a new blood test 
technique developed at Roswell 
Park Memorial Institute in Buf- 
falo. It may provide an effec- 
tive way of detecting prostatic 
cancer earlier when it is most 
amenable to treatment. The 
test represents a new way to 
analyze and measure an en- 
zyme that has long been re- 
cognized as a _ biochemical 
marker for prostatic cancer. 
In addition to being a diagnos- 
tic tool, this test may also prove 
valuable in following the results 
of prostate cancer treatment 
in individual patients. Since 
prostate cancer is the most 
major cause of cancer death 
in older men, this test may 
prove of great importance. The 
nationwide study of its useful- 
ness is being funded by the 
American Cancer Society. 


A high school teacher writes: 

‘‘Are there any trends that in- 

dicate we can make a dent in 
cigarette smoking among teen- 
agers?"’ 

Answerline: Yes. A_ recent 
nationwide study by the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society pointed 
to some encouraging signs 

First of all. cigarette sm<ting 

is a minority phenomenon 
among the young, and the haz- 
ards of cigarettes are known. 
Also, young people value phy- 
sical fitness and seli-control, 
traits that don’t fit in well with 
entrapment by the €igarette 
habit. Young peoplé tend to 
favor stricter anti-smoking re- 
gulations, and, young people 
who don’t smoke tend to exert 
pressure on their friends who 
do. All of these points are 
pluses to keep in mind when 
discussing cigarette smoking 
with young people. A copy of

information. 


A travel agent asks: ‘‘Is a 
colostomy a handicap to uor- 
mal living?’’ 

Answerline: No. A colostomy 
is an artifical opening in the 
bowel on the surface of the 

abdomen that is surgically 
created for the elimination of 
waste when portions of the co- 
lon or rectum are removed 
because of disease, including 
cancer. There are thousands 
of Americans who have colos- 
tomies and are able to lead 
active lives. This is entirely 
possible when patients learn 
a simple pattern of caring for 
themselves. To better help 
colostomy patients adjust to 
their new way of living, the 
American Cancer Society has 
a volunteer visitor program 
in many communities and is 
helping to train professional 
therapists who work in hospit- 
als. By the way, as a travel 
agent you might like to know 
that people with colostomies are 
able to travel frequently and 
normally.

a sidewalk, say for example, 
in front of a store, is very 
hard to notice if there is a 
lot of foot traffic. Elderly 
people especially frequently do 
not see parked bikes and often 
fall over them. Sometimes a 
person, elderly or not, can get 
painful injuries in the manner 
So, park your bike where it is 
out of the way of foot traffic 
That is the safe and courteous 
thing to do for everyone con- 
cerned. 

Now, looking at it from the 
Standpoint of saving damage 
to your bike, it stands to rea- 
son that you should not park 
your bike close to parked cars, 
behind or in front of them 
Always be sure that your bike 
is parked away from parked 
vehicles, and in plain view of 
traffic that may be going by 
For example, if you were to 


park your bike by using the 
kick stand, in an alley, near 
the entrance A car might 


turn into that alley very rapidly 
and never see your bike until 
it was too late, because the 
driver would not be expecting 
a bike to be parked in this 
manner 
Another problem that you 

must think about whenever you 
park your bike, is properly 
locking it to avoid theft A 
rapidly growing problem today 
is stolen bicycles It is big 
business. (There are actually 
bicycle thieves who travel from 
town to town in trucks, picking 
up bicycles as they go. Then, 
they transport them to another 
State and sell them. Ofcourse, 
a bike that is not locked in 
any manner could be easily 
an’ quickly picked up and loaded 
into atruck, before anyone might 
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noticé. So, it is in your best 

interest to always lock your 
bike, even if you are going to 
leave it only for afew moments. 

There are various types of bike 
locks, but the one suggested as 
the best is a lock which uses 
a long chain, allowing you to 
wrap the chain around a light 
post, or other object that can- 
not be moved. There are var- 
ious types of chains available 
but some of them can be easily 
cut with a tool made especially 
for this purpose. Your best 
bet is a good padlock, anda chain 
made of case-hardened steel. 
See your bike shop for these 
items and- see to it that you 

get and use them. The cost 
is good insurance against lo- 
sing your bike to thieves.

WOODLAND PRODUCTS OVERLOOKED 


Woodland covers 55 percent 
of land area in Coffee County, 
but only about one-half of these 
acres are managed properly 
to maximize their yields. The 
annual return from wood pro- 
ducts on an acre of mature 
trees is double the present 
rent of corn land in the coun- 
ty, and in many years greater 
than the return per acre of 
corn, grain sorghum, and soy- 


beans. : 

Admittedly, this is referring 
to bad years, but on average 
the return to the land would 
be similar. The average an- 
nual return per acre is $15/ 
acre for loblolly, slash and 
longleaf stands. This is allow- 
ing the trees to reach timber 
size before cutting (35 years). 
This is a long time, but the 
risks are low and with the 
greater demand on forest pro- 
ducts, the return in 35 years 
will be much greater. 

Many iandowners are won- 
dering how they can pay high 
taxes on idle land; the answer 
is, you cannot afford to let your 
land stand idle, - put it to 
work. There are cost-sharing 
programs provided by the 
government to encourage the 
planting of pine trees. The 
program will pay 65% of the 
cost of preparation and plant- 
ing. So, actually you only pay 
35% or a very small portion. 

Many farmers and _land- 


owners have land in cultiva- 
tion or in grass that is wash- 
ing away or is just idle. This 
land can he planted very eas- 
ily at the rate of $30.00 per

$10.50 per 
acre with cost-sharing pro- 
gram. Some landowners have 
scrubby woodland areas which 
are not producing good quality 


acre or less, costing 
landowner only 


wood products. These land- 
owners should consider clear 
cutting and planting over. 


Voncile Shealy, Damascus 
Community, clear cut and pl- 
anted to pine trees 75 acres 
of otherwise damaged and 
scrubby trees. The  pulp- 
wood sold, and with cost- 
share, the cost to her was 
very low. Mrs. Shealy now 
has pine trees which are 10 
feet high and still growing, 
making her money. All she does 
is sit back and watch. Every 
five years after the trees reach 
10 years of age, they are 
thinned and the pulpwood is 
sold. This provides some 
income to pay taxes, and other 
needed treatments. 

The land planted to pines 
was too steep to cultivate, and 
since she had sufficient pas- 
ture, she wanted her land 
yielding something other than 
scrub oaks. Many of the land- 
owners in Coffee County want 
their land to pay its own way, 
yet they do not take the time 
to help it out. 

Take this time to call your 
local SCS office, Extension Ser- 
vice, Forest Service or other 
sources of information and 
insist they help you with a 
woodland management plan to 
start your program going. Make 
every acre pay.

Chain Saw Accidents 


Can Be Avoided 


What causes saw accidents? 

Three factors are involved 
in chain saw accidents: the en- 
vironment, the operator, and 
the machine. 

Environmental factors in- 
clude terrain, ground cover, 
timber type and density, and of 
course, the weather. 

Operator factors include 
training, experience and skill, 
and the ability to recognize an 
accident in the making. Alert- 
hess and attitude are also im-, 
portant, as well as attention to’ 
such details as footing, cloth-- 
ing and protective gear. The 
major cause, however, is fa- 
tigue. 

Machine factors are the sel- 
ection of the right size and type 
of saw and attachments, as well 
as weight and balance which 
make easy handling. Proper 
maintenance and elimination of 
fire hazards are other factors. 

Noise, smoke and vibration 
induce fatigue. Weather factors 
such as rain, slick logs, and 
frozen ground affect footing, 
causing the operator to get 
off balance. It also affects 
the operator’s mental atti- 
tude. (Could you feel good 
when every limb you touched 
dumped a shower of rain down 
your collar?) 

Training, experience and 
supervision are helpful, but 
experience is the big factor. 
All personnel should have 
proper safety gear, including 
a hard hat, with or without a 
screen visor. Goggles are 
not always the best, since they 
fog up, get covered with saw- 
dust and a fine film of resin, 
thereby limiting the operator's 
vision. Good fitting boots with 
steel toe caps that are in good 
condition are a must. It 
is also wise to have a good 
pair of timber chaps’ to reduce 
the chance of cut legs. These 
chaps are made to stop the 
chain on contact with them. 

Fatigue is induced by the 
saw itself. Causes are vibra- 
tion, smoke from the engine, 
and balance. Weight factors 
are a big cause of fatigue. 
Light weight is fine, if the 
saw is capable of doing the 
job and is of solid construct- 
ion. 

Select the right cutting at- 
tachment for the job you are 
doing. Look for a low, nar- 
row profile with rounded 
corners, smooth bottom and 
no exposed parts except for 
the cutting attachment and 
other related parts. Try your 
saw, limbing and cutting thr- 
ough the log to get the feel 
of it and see how it handles. 
Check the position of the 
spark plug and muffler as these 
can cause you to lose con- 
trol of your saw. 

Did you ever try to hold a 
hot saw by the muffler or get 
a good shock through the leaky 
boot on the spark plug? In my 
opinion, automatic oilers are 
good accessories since they 
reduce chain wear and alsr 


GLAUCOMA: A 
THREAT T0 YOU? 


It has been called the ‘‘sneak 
thief of sight’’~with good 
regson. Glaucoma, the second 
leading cause of blindness in 
the country, usually works 
slowly and painlessly and the 
victim may not be aware 
of any symptoms during its

that glaucoma~which ac- 
counts for 14 percent of all 
blindness in the U.S.—can be 
medically treated and arrested.

Americans over age 35 suffer 
from glaucoma, it’s important 
that people in this age range 
have an eye examination once 
every two years. The test for 
glaucoma is done with a de 
vice called a tonometer which 
simply and painlessly mea- 
sures eye fluid pressure in 
only minutes, If the disease is 
discovered early enough, it 
can generally be controlled 
with medication, although 
some Cases require surgery

leave the operator free to con- 
centrate on other things. 

Proper maintenance is very 
important to the life of a saw 
as well as to the life of the 
operator. Saws with poor main- 
tenance tend to start hard, and 
more so after abouta dozen 
pulls of the starter cord and 
sweaty hands. 

Sometimes the operator 
gives the starter corda good 
hard yank and finds a running 
saw in his lap. Does the saw 
have an anti-vibration system 
or not? These systems reduce 
fatigue and they also reduce 
the chance of circulatory dis- 
orders in the handsend fingers. 

For fire hazard reduction, 
check the location of the fuel 
tank; also the filler caps are 
in a position that might cause 
Spilled fuel to ignite from a 
hot muffler. 1 went to a fire 
not many years ago caused by 
a chain saw. The result was 
one operator with minor burns, 
one chain saw turned into a 
bunk of molten metal, and as 
a bonus, forty acres of planted 
pines burned. 


Wipe off excess gas and oil 
that spills during refilling the 
saw. Watch out for trees that 
have lodged in other trees 
nearby while falling, as you 
can get killed this way.

BETTER OUTLOOK 

The rains Wednesday and 
Thursday made a lot of Coffee 
County peanut growers feel bet- 
ter. Some growers got excel- 
lent rains. Others did not get 
as much, but overall things 
look totally better now than they 
did a week ago. 


If we can continue to get 
adequate rains throughout the 
month of August our peanut 
crop is likely to be much, 
much better than we thought it 
would be evena week ago. Three 
things are important from now 
on--water, worm control and 
leafspot control. Fortunately 
growers can take care of worms 
and leafspot control without too 
many problems. The only un- 
known is the amount of rain- 
fall we will get. We can just 
hope for the best.

LAWN WORMS 

Worms are likely to become 
much more prevalent in lawns 
throughout Coffee County. To 
contro] dust or spray your lawn 
with two pounds actual Sevin 
per care. For example, to get 
2 pounds actual material on an 
acre of lawn grass, you would 
have to use 20 pounds of | 
dust. If you are using liquid. 
Sevin, for example, which says 
8 pounds per gallon, you would 
need to use a quart per acre. 
Of course, most lawns are not 
an acre in size, but you can 
figure out how much you have 
and use accordingly. You may 
have to make an extra applica- 
tion or two until the worm plague 
passes. - 


WORMS IN PASTURE GRASSES 

Sevin at the rate of 2 pounds 
per acre of actual materia! us- 
ually gives fairly good control 
of fall armyworms and other 
worms in Coastal Bermuda 
grass pastures. There have 
been some reports that Sevin 
is not as effective as it has 
been. If you do not get control 
with Sevin, you can use methyl 


parathion’or regular parathion 
at the rate of three-fourths of
